August Hints. 


Besides the regular farm work which oc- 
cupies a large share of the time during Au 
gust, there are many minor jobs which 
should not be neglected. On account of 
the wet weather, haying will go over con- 
siderably into August, especially upon 
those farms and in those localities where 
the mowing machine is not much used. 
Then the grain harvest must be attended 
to, as a matter of course. The harvester 
is not much used in this State, but we have 
seen it in operation in Aroostook, and there 
are other grain growing sections in Maine 
where it might be profitably employed. On 
farms where it can be used, it is a great la- 
bor-saver, cutting down and binding the 
wheat as it goes along, harvesting a field of 
many acres in a single day. Those of our 
readers who remember the back-breaking 
work with the sickle, before the advent of 
the cradle, will appreciate the progress 
made in harvesting grain in forty or fifty 

years. 

: August is a good time to kill noxious 
weeds. We do not mean those which came 
up in the hoed crops, for of course they 
have all been destroyed ere this in the pro- 
cess of cultivation, or should have been, but 
we mean those that spring up on the bor- 
ders of the flelds, around the out-buildings, 
along the roadSides and in other waste 
places. The weeds are now fully develop- 
ed, and if cut now, will not start up again 
this season. The worst of all the noxious 
weeds that infest our premises, is the Can- 
ada thistle, and now is just the time to go 
for it. Letno stalk escape, and no plant 
ripen its seed. The best way to dispose of 
them after they are mowed, is to put them 
in the compost heap; or if this is mot prac- 
ticable, put them in heaps and when they 
become dry, burn them. The practice of 
too many farmers, is to cut them and throw 
them into the public road, where they are 
left to ripen their seed, and these seeds are 
either wafted by the winds, or carried by 
the water after heavy showers, to places 
near and remote, into the lands of other 
farmers, where in the following spring they 
will make known their presence by a luxu- 
riant crop of weeds, where none existed 
before. This practice is selfish and wicked, 
and ought to be adequately punished by 
statute provisions.’ A few years of per- 
fectly clean culture by all the farmers in a 
community, would practically rid them of 
all noxious weeds, and lead to a great sav- 
ing of time and money. Then we say, go 
for the weeds; destroy them, root, branch 
and seed, burning them either in the com- 
post or by fire. 

The season has been so wet that pastures 
will generally furnish an abundance of 
feed, except in cases where they have been 
overstocked, and such cases, we fear, are 
not as rare aS they should be. Where the 
feed has become short some soiling crop 
should be in readiness to make up the defi- 
ciency. If no soiling crop has been ptt in, 
then they should be fedto hay. It will not 
pay to haye the stock that has been thriving 
all summer, shrink for the sake of saving a 
little fodder. Milch cows should especially 
be looked after, and the moment the feed 
begins to grow short, as indicated by a 
diminished flow of milk, they should be 
fed at the barn. The water supply in pas- 
tures is also an important matter, Usually 
at this season the springs and streams have 
become so low that the water supply is 
short, and even milch cows are often 
obliged to resort to slough-holes to quench 
their thirst. The milk in such cases is 
likely to become tainted, and may also con- 
tain the germs of disease. Pure water iv 
essen‘ial to pure milk, and algo to the health 
of the stock. Where the pasture has no 
living water, a well should be sunk and 
supplied with a good pump, and from this 
stock should be supplied twice every day. 
Stock that comes to the barn every night can 
be watered there, but the well inthe yard 
is often left in such a condition that the wa- 
ter becomes tainted and unfit for use. A 
well in the barnyard, if the yard be quite 
level, will, after a time, become foul from 
the leaching of the washings of the yard 
through the soil. Where such is the case 
there is no remedy, and the well had better 
be abandoned at once. But we have known 
cases where barn-yard wells have become 
foul from surface water being allowed to 
run into them. Of course this can be rem- 
edied by stoning the well a little above the 
surface of the yard, and cementing it so as 














fruit is expected next season. The run- 
ners are now spreading out, and in weeding 
they should not be disturbed unless the 
hill system is to be carried out. Let the 
runners root undisturbed until a proper 
width to the rows is attained; weed care- 
fully, and carry the weeds and grass from 
the field, in order to be assured of their 
destruction. Look over the garden and see 
that amy weeds that may have escaped the 
hoe, do not go to seed. Constant vigilance 
is the price of feedom from weeds in the 
garden. Every month has its duties, and 
in no month of the year are they more va- 
ried and important than in August. 


Get Ready for the State Fair. 


In our notes on the coming State Fair 
last week, we advised preparation for it, 
and this we would now emphasize. In the 
first place, we would advise farmers to ex- 
amine carefully the premium list, which is 
now printed, and which may be obtained 
on application to the Secretary, A. L. Den- 
nison of Portland. Look over the prizes in 
the various departments and select such as 
you think you can successfully compete 
for. If it be stock of any kind, then make 
your selections of animals and take meas- 
ures to put them in the best condition. The 
difference between ordinary and a little ex- 
tra care during the six weeks before the ex- 
hibition comes off, is often the factor that 
secures the first prize. Look over the ma- 
turing crops in field and garden, and see if 
you have anything there that by a little ex- 
tra care would be creditable to you to ex- 
hibit. If it be a squash, pluck off all oth- 
ers from the same vine, and feed with liq- 
uid manure at the root. You will be sur- 
prised at the rapid growth your prize 
squash will make in consequence. If it be 
fruit and you wish extra large size, then 
thin out this crop so that the energy of the 
tree may be chiefly directed to the speci- 
mens you wish to exhibit. Not much thin- 
ing out will be required this year, any way, 





Land the few apples on the trees ought to 


attain a good size. If your garden vegeta- 
bles are now looking well. you should aid 
them by all means in your power to make 
arapid and a thorough growth. Itis never 
desirable to exhibit a large quantity of any 
given kind, but those offered for exhibition 
and competition should be first class in ev- 
ery particular. 

Then the good wife and daughters should 
be encouraged to exhibit specimens of their 
handiwork, and ifthey begin now and do 
it at odd jobs along, they will hardly miss 
the time. Canned fruits, jellies, and the 
infinite variety of needle-work which they 
are capable of doing, will add much to the 
interest of the exhibit. We don’t want a 
few local specimens, but thousands of them 
from all parts of the State, taxing the 
space furnished by the trustees to the ut- 
most. Last year the exhibit in the de- 
partment of domestic manufactures was 
confined largely te Lewiston and Auburn, 
and almost entirely to Androscoggin 
county. This should not be so, because it 
localizes an exhibit that is supposed to 
represent the whole State. It is often com- 
plained that the State Fair is too much of 
a horse show. If it be so, whose fault is 
it? Liberal premiums are offered and ample 
provisions made fora iull exhibit of all 
our industries, and if the horsemera make 
the best showing they are certainly not to 
be blamed for it. Let us individually in- 
terest ourselves in the approaching State 
Fair, and to that end let us be up and 
doing. 


Maine Ayershire Test. 


Mr. Alonzo Libby of Sacvarappa, a 
trustee of the Maine State Agricultural 
Society and an intelligent breeder of Ayer- 
shire cattle, sends to the Secretary of the 
Ayershire Breeders’ Association a state- 
ment of milk and method of feeding, which 
is particularly valuable, as it embraces a 
ternr of years, in daily weighing of milk, 
and also gives information im regard to 
feed consumed in production. 
was good hay in winter and good clay 
pasture in summer, with an average grain 
allowance of four quarts of bran and one 
and a half quarts each of cottonseed meal 
and corn meal. The heaviest feeding was 
to cows in full flow, and gradually lessen- 
ing feed, as they shrank towards coming 
inagain. For the last two years, grain 
was given in summer and ensilage in 
winter. The record is for the imported 
cow Queen of Ayr 1766, A. R., beginning 
September 1, 1875, when she was ten years 
old, and for such of her calves as have 
come to milk since then to September 1, 
1882. The old cow gave for six years fol- 
lowing September 1, 1875, an average of 
9140446 pounds a year, the largest yieid 
being 9775 pounds. Queen of Ayr 3d. 
4464, A. R., from September 1, 1877, to 
September 1, 1882, gave an average of 
8610 pounds of milk a year, largest yield 
9290, smallest 7847, at two years with first 
calf. Queen of Ayr 4th, 4465, A. R., from 
September 1, 1878, to September 1, 1882, 





gave an average of 924334 pounds, highest | Starks, in Somerset 


10,426 pounds, smallest 7925 pounds, at 
two years old. Queen of Ayre 5th, 4466, 
A. R., from September 1, 1879, to Septem- 
ber 1, 1882, gave an average of 9464 
pounds, highest yield 10,801 pounds, small- 
est 7981, at two years old. Queen of Ayr 
6th, 4881, A. R., from September 1, 1880, to 
September 1, 1882, gave am average of 
843914 pound, for the two years; first year 
as a two-year-old, 7890 pounds, second 
year 8988 pounds.

years old, that dropped her first calf (a 
heifer) March 18-1883. Wishing to test 
her milk, six quarts of it were set the last 
week in May, and from the cream was 
made 1 1b.8 oz. of nice yellow butter. To 
ascertain the number of quarts she was 
giving at that time per day, the milk was 
measured for three and a half consecutive 
days (seven milkings), and the total was 
361-4 quarts. Her feed was good hay, 
with two quarts fine shorts per day, to- 
gether with what little grass she could ob- 
tain in his yard, the pasture being so wet 
that he had not turned out any stock. Her 
milk was measured again recently, and for 
the week ending July 10 (fourteen milk- 
ings), she gave 69 1-2 quarts. Her feed is 
two quarts eat meal per day, and ordinary 
pasturage.”

Professor A. J. Cook, a close observer, 
who each summer during several years has 
worked in the Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege apiary, with a class of from twenty to 
forth students entirely unused to bees, 
says he has found no proof of the state- 
ment that bees know their master, and are 
more likely to sting a stranger, “only as 
the latter is more nervous and so jerks his 
head or makes other quick motions which 
are offensive to the bees and sure to meet 
quick reproof.” 


It may not be generally known that the 
sapling pine which grows in New Hamp- 
shire, Maine and Massachusetts is better 
adapted for the manufacture of kits for 
packing salted fish than any other lumber 
in the country. Even the great pine-grow- 
ing States of Michigan and Wisconsin. send 
to New England for the piue staves of 
which the kits are made for packing their 
lake and river fish. It is claimed for our 
sapling pine. that it is so resinous as to 
prevent the soaking through of the brine.

Some Parsonsfield Farms and Stock. 


At North Parsonsfield a call was made at 
the farm of Mr. N. H. Churchill. one of 
the most enterprising stock breeders of the 
town. Mr. Churchill has a fine herd of 10 
head of thoroughbred Herefords, consist- 
ing of 4 cows, imported by Burleigh & 
Bodwell, a yearling bull, 2 yearling heifers 
and three calves. He has a good farm of 
130 acres, his large barn, 70x40 with stone 
basement, is one of the best finished in 
town. He winters some 20 head of cattle, 
a small flock of sheep and 4 horses. Besides 
his thoroughbred stock he has some nice 
grade cows and heifers, having visited 
Somerset county several years ago when 
he bought a thoroughbred Hereford bull 
and some grade Hereford and Durham 
heifers from which he has since been breed- 


ing.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Chemical Manures. 

Mr. C. M. Sawyer of Dexter, has sold 
over one hundred and sixty tons of Brad- 
ley’s Superphosphate this season, and this 
is only one kind of several that are used in 
this vicinity. Now, Mr. Editor, lam not 
going to say anything against the use of 
phosphate, for if [ did it would do no good, 
as the universal belief is that it pays; but 
it appears to me that some farmers depend 
too much on the phosphate and neglect to 
save other fertilizing material within their 
reach. There is a waste going on around 
some farmers’ premises in this respect. I 
will not say all, because some farmers hus- 
band all their resources. I propose to 
notice some of these wastes. 1 will com- 
menee with the house. There are all of 
the slops and the soap sads on washing 
days thrown out of the back door, or win- 
dow, or down the sink spout, without any- 
thing whatever to absorb or soak it up, and 
sometimes in riding through the country, 
you will see where they have thrown all of 
these slops out of the front door, which be- 
sides g it look bad, is a prolific source 
of disease ; and perhaps the contents of the 
vessels up stairs are thrown out of the 
chamber window likewise. Now as to the 
ow those eel p 5 — #... all 
right, especial ey have absorbents to 
soak up the es | . and those that do not 
have barn cellars can have the drop behind 
their cattle made as tight as possible, so 
that by the use of absorbents, they can 
save all the urine, and not do as they used 
to, bore roy af holes in the floor behind 
the cattle to let the urine run off. Another 
ruinous practice is to sell hay, especially 
on upland farms. WhenI moved on to the 
place where I now live, I had a neighbor 
who lived within a stone’s throw, who 
used to practice selling the most of his 
hay every year; he would also plow his 
ground very shoal and sow it to oats fora 
number of years in succession, and as soon 
as he got the grain into the barn, I would 
hear him pounding it out, and he would 
haul it off and sell it, and the next Spring 
he would have to buy his seed to sow 
again. He once plowed up a pasture that

Horse Notes. 


British Sportsman: Whenever you per- 
ceive a horse’s inclination to rear, separate 
ered reins and prepare for him. The 
instant he is about to rise, slacken one 
hand and bend or twist his head with the 
other, keeping your hands low. This 
bending compels him to move a hind leg, 
and of necessity brings his fore feet down. 
Instantly twist him completely round, two 
or three times, which will confuse him 
very much, and completely throw him off 
his guard, The moment you have finished 
twisting him round, place his head in the 
direction you wish to proceed, apply the 
spurs, and he will not fail to go forward. 
If the situation be convenient, press him 
into a gallop, and apply the spurs and whip 
two or three times severely. ‘The horse 
will not, perhaps, be satisfied with the 
defeat, but may feel disposed to try again 
for the mastery. Should this be the case, 
you have only to twist him, etc., as before 
and you will find that in the second strug- 





9 | gle he will be more easily subdued than on 


the former occasion; in fact, you will see 
him quail under the operation. It rarely 
happens that a rearing horse, after having 
been treated in the way described, will 
resort to this trick again. 


Under the title of ‘Selecting a Stallion 
to Breed From” the National Live Stock 
Journal says that horses are often not at 
all what they appear to be, on a casual 
inspection, especially when this inspection 
is made by some one not a thorough 
expert, and no selection for breeding pur- 
poses should be made except after careful 
examination. Therefore the man who 
rears colts, holding these under somewhat 
of expense till of marketable age, can 
hardly be too careful in making his selec- 
tions, of both dams and sire; especially of 
the latter, as he is supposed to have the 
former already on hand. The opinion of 
an expert, a thoroughly competent vet- 
erinarian, is as clearly proper in the case 
of buying the services of a sire, as in buy- 
ing a horse for ordinary work. A com- 
petent man, having learned by careful 
inspection what kind of brood mares you 
have on hand, and the use you propose to 
put the increase, scans the proposed sire 
with as much clearness as to the ends 
aimed at, as though he were a bridge 
builder, in the act of selecting timbers for 
a long span, and destined to bear a heavy 
strain. 


The Boston Cultivator says that flies are 
asource of much discomfort and fretful- 
ness. Nettings are now sold quite cheaply, 
and much more than pay their cost every 
year. Inthe absence of these un easily 
made good protection is a thin cotton sheet 
fitted to the neck with holes for the ears, 
and buckled under the throat, or even tied 
with straps of the same material. Let it 
cover the back and bang loose at the sides, 
to give free access of air; this may be held 
in place by a crupper band passing under 
the tail. When horses are not driven on 
bard stony roads or used in stony fields 
the shoes may be removed for a time with 
benefit to the feet. A quantity of green 
fodder, as rye, etc., is very acceptable to 
mix with the dry feed. This keeps the 
system in good order and saves the use of 
medicines. Ordinary light farm work sel- 
dom injures mares nearing their foaling 
time. ‘hey should be kept in good health. 
It may be necessary to give a gentle lax- 
ative, as bran or linseed oii cake. If a 
purgative is needed administer a pint of 
raw linseed oil. 


Mr. Thos. A. Crabtree of East Surrey, 
writes to the Mirror that few farmers seem 
to appreciate the importance of having the 
stable so arranged that the sunlight can 
freely enter. On examination of twelve 
stables, [ found only two supplied with 
windows. ‘The other ten were dark, and 
as illy ventilated as the celebrated Black 
Hole. The latter of these are generally 
ten degrees colder than the former. Cattle, 
when let loose from such dungeons, show 
their disgust by seeking some place where 
they can bathe in the sunlight; and will 
seek to enter again only when pressed by 
hunger. By observation, I have come to 
the conclusion that stock withered in dark 
stables require ten per cent. more fodder 
than in stables where the sunlight can 
freely enter at all times of day. 


Iowa is soon to become prominent in the 
breeding of draft horses. A Scotch com- 
pany is opening up a large farm near 
Cedar Rapids where the Clydes will be the 
prominent feature—probably they will be 
exclusively bred. We now learn from the 
Freeman that Col. W. C. Lemert, a promi- 
nent politician residing at Bucyrus, Ohio, 
is to establish an extensive breeding farm 
for Clydes, Normans, and thoroughbreds 
in Hamilton county, lowa, where he owns a 
large farm. He proposed to have three 
hundred head of horses on his farm by 
another season. Extensive barns are 
already in process of erection. The estab- 
lishment will be made complete in all re- 
spcts. It is likely that Mr. Lemert will 
himself remove to lowa after a while, but 
at present affairs at the farm will be under 
the direct management of local assistants. 


On the opening day of the Grand Circuit 
races at Cleveland, July 31, Maxy Cobb,

In the fall the colt should be taken from 
grass gradually, at first only nights, then 
part of the day, and so on until the ch 
is made from green to dry fodder; then 
give plenty of clean, sweet clover hay, 
with the same quantity of oats as before, 
sometimes changing them for carrots.

A Chapter on Pics. 


Years ago, **Clara,” a contributor to our 
department, asked me how I made pie crust, 
but I, mindful of the wise old housekeepers 
who read our column with cunning skill in 
every finger knuckle, as they flake and roll 
and flake again their dainty crusts for pies 
and tarts that will come from the oven as 
white and feathery as frost work of snow 
but as indigestible as much baked lard can 
make them, dared not then tell her. But 
age gives confidence and for the everyday, 
eatable, digestible pie, wholesome as bread 
and nutritious and economical as a pie can 
well be, I allow four cups soured new 
milk. one teaspoon each of soda and salt, 
and flour sufficient to roll well. This is for 
eight pies. Under crusts are rolled and 
trimmed with no further shortening. On 
each upper crust, when still on the bread 
board, | spread a little lard, as cold as will 
spread smoothly, sprinkle thickly with 
flour, roll it lightly into the lard, trace a 
vine with little nicks for the escape of 
steam, cover the pie, trim, and you will 
say, ““what a ragged, floury, unappetizing 
looking pie that is?’ Immediately before 
baking hold said pie a bit slanting over 
some dish and dash cold water across its 
top, thoroughly wetting the floury surface. 
Atter the pie is baked you will find every 
particle of butter used shows and shows to 
an advantage, rising in delicate flakes, 
And since one’s cookery is judged by its ap- 
pearance more than taste or crispness, why 
is not this a capital way to save our stom- 
achs and shrinkage of the lard firkin as 
well? For “company” pie crust and tarts 
without question or compunction we use 
ice cold water, whites of eggs, lard or but- 
ter in abundance, and make our pies as 
crisp and indigestible as possible. 

Last winter some one told me a new way 
of filling apple pies. After the plates are 
covered with under crusts put on each 
crust a tablespoonful of flour, also what 
sugar and a you require for the pie, 
mix thoroughly and spread evenly over 
tbe entire under crust. Fill with sliced 
apples, cover and bake, and I think you 
will like this very much better than an 
other—I do. The flour prevents the =A 
from “running over,” and the apple juices 
and sugar seem to steam up through the 
apple making it more tender and delectable. 

Rhubarb pies are apt to be treacherous 
and sizzle over in the oven after you feel 
positive you have extracted all juices pos- 
sible from the succulent stalks. After 
many experiments, and as many failures, 
I have settled down on this way and am 
not now a bit afraidto fill my oven with 
rhubarb pies while callers are present, 
knowing there will be no bubbling or siz- 
zling in that oven of mine for them to 
hear. 

For four large pies peel and cut fine half 
a panful (10 qt.) of rhubarb. Cover with 
boiling water and place on top of the stove 
till the rhubarb is thoroughly scalded and 
can be snapper with a spoon. Drain as 
dry as possible, chop fine, add three cups 
of sugar, tablespoon of flour, three well 
beaten eggs and two teaspoons lemon ex- 
tract. Stir all together and it is ready for 
crusts. A few ripe currants or berries 
spread over the pies before covering is an 
improvement. 

This chapter is not for those who have 
access to fresh fruit the year round for 
luscious pies and puddings, but for us who 
are mainly dependent through the summer 
months upon dried apple for variety from 
salt pork and potatoes, 

Since variety is the spice of life, it is well 
to make as many changes as possible in the 
looks of our table even if there is not very 
much difference in the ingredients manipu- 
lated. 

A few cans of biueberries to mix with 
stewed dried apples for sauce or pies give 
the appearance of blueberries wholly. 
Canned ripe grapes I alse use for the same 
purpose. Grape jeliy and I have had a 
falling out. It will candy and sour. Once 
I filled a large can with it and felt tried 
enough when [ saw it commence to crystal- 
ize. I used it for flavoring and coloring 
green apple sauce one winter. or as long 
as it lasted, and all that time my household 
labored under the delusion that they were 
consuming better than they were. How- 
ever, to make many such changes aad 
experiments one needs to have the confi- 
dence of their family. With us it’s quanti- 
ty more than quality, though both are 

at the table. 


Old tin cans can hardly be classified 
under the head of pies, but a lady who 
keeps a large boarding house lately gave 
me some excellent ideas in regard ta@heir 
usefulness. 

Variety is also her hobby, and in place 
of her large basin for steaming brown- 
bread she occasionally fills four empty 
tomato cans, quart cans, with brown-bread 
batter, puts them in her steam kettle, and 
the loaves come out round and odd enough 
when evenly sliced to tempt the appptice of 
her most fastidious boarder. “For a

To What is New England Civilization 
Tending? 





Mr. Eprror: A few weeks since I wrote 
a brief article for your paper, upon what 
may perhaps ne reqnenes as none of my 
business, which in homely phrase is called 
“the hired girl question.” I wrote over the 
signature of “Pro. Bono Publico,” indi- 
cating that | termed what I said as for the 
public good, rather than my own. I write 
this in the same spirit. Itisa matter with 
which I have no personal interest whatever. 
[I have no occasion to employ a “hired girl” 
in my family. Formerly when I needed 
one, | kept out of all trouble, saved my 
time as well as patience in findi new 
girls, by selecting a good one, - Be I 
could always find, paying her a dollar or 
more a week than was usual to pay girls, 
treating her with kindness and consider- 
ation, placing no burdens upon her which 
she was not able to bear, land my family 
doing by her as we would wish others to do 
by us were we in circumstances like hers. 

Later along in life, | was, as you know, 
Mr. Editor, in business which required that 
I have female assistants. For the man 
years I was in the business, I never h 
any difficulty with the girls. I had only to 
pay them honestly and treat them kindly, 
und all was well. If I had any trouble 
with anyone it was with men, not with 
females. I paid one young woman more 
than $3000, another more than $700, and 
others comparatively large sums, not to 
hire them to be good, but because they 
earned it, and it was right for me to do 80. 
In the FARMER of February Ist are three 
articles in the same column, which taken 
together developes avery unfortunate trait 
in New England civilization which has 
always existed in many communities which 
the progress of the age should eliminate 
and destroy, rather than perpetuate; and 
that trait is, that we need a class, a menial 
class, which our own flesh and blood does 
not and cannot supply. 

Two of these articles are written by 
American girls living in Aroostook, who 
tell their stories of their trials and hard- 
ships in ‘“‘working out” entirely without 
any bitterness or unkindness of feeling 
towards their employers, and yet with a 
decision which indicates that they know 
they have rights which they are not dis- 
osed to sacrifice to the caprice and in- 
justice of a class who assume that hired 
girls are their inferiors. They decline any 
service of the kind, and very properly too. 

The third article is written by friend 
Taber of Vassalboro’, who refers to my 
former article saying: ‘‘Pro Bono Publico 
discourses very fluently to show on what 
conditions of good treatment, liberal pay. 
&c., there need be no want of indoor help; 
but I have to object on the ground, that 
where a thing doves not now exist, there 
cannot be a present supply.” And then he 
goes on to write upon the “march of im- 
provement” and how females find employ- 
ment in other departments of industry 
which formerly did not exist, and finally 
comes to the conclusion that “the home 
supply is inadequate to the demand. This 
being the case, it is apparent that we must 
depend, in part, upon outside help; and 
again comes query. how it is to be obtained ; 
and | suggest whether there cannot be an 
agency opened for the importation of 
a good class of help, which can be obtained 
through an intelligence office.” Now I 
would respectfully suggest to Mr. Taber 
that he has unconsciously, of course, fallen 
into the idea, that he and the rest of us 
belong toa race of superior beings, who 
occupy an elevated place, so high, that 
there is no place for hired girls to stand 
with us, and so we must go into the busi- 
ness of importing from Novia Scotia, 
Sweden, or from somewhere else our do- 
mestic female help. I demur to the whole 
thing! Has New England civilization come 
to this? Is it true, that we need a distinct 
class of menials, a servile class, whom our 
own race cannot and will not furnish, and 
that we must go into the business of im- 
porting them from abroad, from over the 
seas? How does this differ in its results 
from the caste system in India, the Egy 
tian system of making slaves of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and asaclass to be brick 
makers and menials; and of the upholders 
of African slavery at the South, that there 
may be a class not of the white race to do 
the drudgery and unpleasant work neces- 
sary in society? Mr. Taber says, “the 
supply is not equal to the demand and we 
must depend in part upon outside help,” 
and so he recommends that the people of 
Muine go into the business of importing 
girls fur domestic employ. When a cargo 
of these girls are brought from Sweden or 
from Nova Scotia and landed at Augusta, 
and an intelligence office keeper gives 
notice that he has girls which he can 
furnish families wanting domestic help and 
three, four, or five hundred of them are 
scattered in families all over Kennebec, 
will they be likely to prove a desirable ele- 
ment in your population? Away from 
the homes and associations of their child- 
hood, strangers in a strange land, with no 
father, brother, or other friend of their 
race near, to whom they can go in their 
sad hours of loneliness for relief or coun- 
sel, will they be likely to be the light 
hearted and happy girls which those are 
who have friends to whom they may flee 
in their sorrowful hours? Will not those 
under whose roofs they have found a 
home, be like the former owners of slaves 
at the South, to experience worse results 
than even the girls themselves, by such an 
anomalous condition of things? 

But there is no need of any such results. 
Here in the same number of the FARMER in 
which Mr. Taber hang the supply is not 
equal to the demand, are two American 
girls who say they are ready to work at 
housework if they were treated as they 
should be, and not required to do what they 
are not hired for doing. What is more rea- 
sonable than that? What can girls be 
properly and justly required to do more 
than that? How easy it would be fora 
family that wants the aid of a girl in doing 
their work, to make their home so pleasant 
toher that she could not be induced to 
leave under any consideration! Mother, 
daughters and sons all contributing to her 
enjoyment and pleasure, and she in return 
aiding them all,**That honor and shame 
from no condition rise,” but that in this 
happy land there isin reality no aristocracy 
but that conferred by moral excellence, and 
purity of heart and life! 

Christianity and American civilization, 
when they shall have accomplished their 
legitimate work in moulding American 
mind, will abolish the last remnant of the 
spirit of caste in American thought. Every 
honest and honorable occupation and pur- 
suit will be filled by persons competent for 
the place, and willing to poe | each place 
because all places will be equally honorable 
and respectable. When that time shall 
come, as it surely will come, there will be 
as much sense in talking about the demand 
for Governors and members of Congress, 
or of the Legislature being greater than 
the supply, as there is now of the demand 
for bired girls being greater than the 
supply.

Coming Home. 

‘We are coming, Father Abraham, three 
hundred thousand strong,” was the inspir- 
ing battle-cry of the loyal volunteers, when 
the summons came in war times from the 
good President. Although somewhat out of 
proportion as to numbers, that could well 
be the refrain of many of the sons and 
daughters of Maine and other New England 
States, who, having drifted westward, fol- 
lowing ‘‘the star of Empire,” are returning 
home again on the inflowing tide. 

For a year or more the emigration from 
this part of the country has been alarming- 
ly large. The glaring advertisements of 
railroad companies, the tempting appeals 
of speculators in lands, have lured many 
sons of Maine from homes that would be 
hard to better, to the uncertainty and de- 
privations of a frontier life. ‘Out West” 
has soumied in their ears as an indefinable 
somewhere, where wealth, honor and influ- 
ence could be had for the asking. How 
few have gone with any clear and settled 
purpose, with any prospect ahead of occu- 
pation or engaging im business. Like the 
foreigner who came to this country with 
his brain filled with glowing visions of 
wealth, and who was greatly surprised on 
landing in New York, to find that he could 
not pick up gold in the streets, many of 
their high hopes have turned to ashes when 
they have reached the land of promise. 
They have found competition even sharper 
at the West than at home; all the trades 
and professions crowded; the facilities for 
farming no better than they had at home, 
and the land not a whit more productive; a

would shrink from here. And all this to 
try the doubtful experiment of making 
money rapidly. There are but few years 
of life anyway, and that a man should spend 
these few years depriving himself of all the 
comforts of life in the struggle for wealth, 
seems foolish enough. The.comforts of a 
Maine home outweigh them all. 

Our State exchanges are replete with par- 
agraphs announcing the return home of 
these wanderers, and of their determina- 
tion to remain here. Their universal testi- 
mony is that even as tothe matter of money 
making, (and that seems to be all the ob- 
ject, most men have in going West), ifa 
man will consent to deny himself here as 
he is obliged to do there, he can accumu- 
late wealth fully as rapidly. A far-seeing 
business man, who has recently made some 
paying investments in one of the western 
States, informs us that while he is willing 
to put his money there, he prefers that his 
wife and children should remain here. That 
tells the whole story—if we would have all 


the salutary influences of home, if we want talk and 


our children reared under correct moral 
and religious influences, Maine is the place. 
We doubt the policy, however, of sending 
your money where you would be unwilling 
to send your friends.

porter that nearly 70,000,000 railroaa ties 
are used yearly, and he had started to in- 
vent asubstitute for the wooden crosstree 
or sleeper. His attention was first at- 
tracted to the matter by the outcry raised 
in the newspapers against the destruction 
of forests. Continuing, he said to the re- 
porter : 

“There are scores of mills in the 
country where paper, straw, prairie grass 
and other tibrous substances are converted 
into straw board. The straw is reduced 
to pulp and ran into boards. These straw 
boards are sold all over the country as 
substitutes for wood. My invention util- 
izes straw board. The crosstie is con- 
structed of sheets or layers of paper or 
straw board laid one upon another, ce- 
mented and pressed in moulds. It makes 
a perfect crusstie. It is practically water 
and fireproof, as it is manufactured under 
500 degrees of heat. Atmospheric changes 
have no effect on it. It cam be made as 
cheap as. wood of the present time and will 
last at least twenty-five years. One paper 
tie will outwear five woeden ones, and 
render better service, because it does not 
rot and there is no danger of spread 
rails. The accident te the Long Brane 
train last year was due, accord to offi- 
cial investigation, to spreading . The 
wooden ties had decayed so that the spikes 
that held the rails were loose.” 

Will the paper tie take a spike? It 
seems like iron.”
